IN THIS ISSUE OF Contact, 
you will read a feature recalling 
the history of the Aluminum 
Bowl football team of 1956, 
the first major sporting event 
that put Saint Josephs “on the 
map.” 

I recall the game, nation¬ 
ally televised on CBS, very well. 

Those who were there will testify 
to what viewers saw: that the 
game was played in a mudbath 
and, to no one’s surprise, ended 
in a scoreless tie. I had the privi¬ 
lege of meeting a number of the 
members of that team at their 
Golden Anniversary Reunion 
at Homecoming this past fall. 

It’s hard to believe that fifty years have passed since that game was played 
and that those young men who suited-up for the game have now moved on 
to retirement age. A number of them have passed on to their eternal reward. 
The young son (at the time) of head coach Bob Jauron is now the head coach 
of the Buffalo Bills. 

Somehow, sports heroes (and these men were heroes for what they 
accomplished) always seem to take on a larger-than-life persona. Or at least 
they did to me, nothing more than a gangly high school sophomore who 
followed their exploits in the local paper of my hometown of Gary, Indiana. 

Not a one of them ever made a dollar as a professional athlete; only a 
few ever had their names associated with All-American honors. Most of them 
took their diplomas and headed off to the workplace. I would bet that few, if 
any, of their co-workers would ever come to know that they once played in a 
nationally-televised championship game. 

As I met several of them, I took note of how they used their learning and 
knowledge - not their athletic prowess - to carve out their careers. They came 
to Saint Joseph’s on an athletic scholarship and used their talents on the field 
to ensure their success in later life. 

Those student-athletes brought glory and pride to Saint Joseph’s on 
that rainy day in December 1956. To be sure, it’s nowhere near the glory of 
the Division I “football factories” that monopolize media attention every fall 
weekend. But it’s our story, and our memories, and our alumni, and we have 
every right to shout: “well done Pumas; you made us proud!”

T he faculty in the Computer Science and Communica¬ 
tion Departments understand the value of student/ 
alumni networking. Both Departments eager to showcase 
the numerous successes of their respective alumni, they each 
recently hosted a networking reception and career night fea¬ 
turing alumni making a difference in their fields. 

The Computer Science Department continues to be at 
the head of the technological race, whether it’s through their 
work with Voice over Internet Protocol, wireless data com¬ 
munications, or innovative programming options.

Alumni of the Communica¬ 
tion Department have also been 
busily involved in the lives of current 
students, having hosted their annual 
Senior Seminar Career Night on Octo¬ 
ber 15.

P utting their SJC English educations to use are alumni 
JaLeen Deardurff ’04 and Philip F. Deaver ’68, both 
published authors with several works to their names. Dear¬ 
durff realized her call to writing as a child; Deaver found 
his in high school, saying, “The class 
prophesy in the yearbook my senior 
year predicted I’d be a writer when I 
grew up, but of course I wrote the class 
prophesy that year!” The aspirations 
of both authors were nurtured and 
enriched at Saint Joseph’s, and the skills 
they acquired live on through their 
work today. 

Deardurff, Administrative Assistant to the Vice Presi¬ 
dent for Academic Affairs, has been a member of the Puma 
family since 1990 and received her English/Creative-Writing 
degree from SJC in December 2004. Her interest in writ¬ 
ing began when she was a young girl. 

“Whenever the teacher gave us a writ¬ 
ing assignment, I couldn’t wait to get 
started,” Deardurff said. “I wrote my 
first novel at the age of 13 in a spiral 
notebook with a red pen. The only 
reason I took typing in high school was 
so I could write faster. I sent away my 
first manuscript, a collection of poems, 
when I was 15. That publisher actually 
sent me a card saying they were keeping 
it for further consideration before they finally rejected it.” 

Since that first rejection, however, Deardurff has 
had three articles printed in the national magazine Today’s 
Caregiver, a story in 2004’s Chicken Soup for the Dog Lover’s 


Soul, and her first novel, The Music Teacher, published in 
2006 by Publish America. Written under the name JaLeen 
Bultman-Deardurff The Music Teacher is a historical fiction 
piece set in 19 th century Michigan City and Columbia City, 
both in Indiana, revealing a tale of love, 
intrigue, mystery, and unconditional 
friendship. 

Deardurffs most recent author 
presentation and book signing took 
place in Columbia City, and while there, 
she visited the graves of her Creager 
ancestors whose fictional counterparts 
appear in the novel. She also spent time 
researching the Creager family for additional information to 
be used in the sequel to her first work which will be titled 
Creager Farm and set in Columbia City. 

As Associate Professor of English and Writer-in- 
Residence at Rollins College in Winter 
Park, Florida and also professor in the 
Spalding University limited-residency 
MFA program (Louisville, Kentucky), 
Deaver inspires his students every day 
and seeks to be inspired by them, as 
well. His work can mosdy be found in 
literary journals, including such presti¬ 
gious publications as The Kenyon Review 
and Florida Review, as well as several 
anthologies, such as Prize Stories: The O. 
Henry Awards. Deaver has also received citations in the “100 
Other Distinguished Stories” section of 1995’s Best American 
Short Stories and was included in a similar listing the same 
year in The Pushcart Prize. He is the author of two original

titles: a collection of poems called How Men Pray (Anhinga 
Press, 2005) and a compilation of his short stories entitled 
Silent Retreats (for which he was awarded the Flannery 
O’Connor Award for Short Fiction). A number of Deaver’s 
poems have appeared in renowned literary magazines (two 
have been featured in Garrison Keillor’s syndicated public 
radio spot “Writers’ Almanac”), and he is the proud recipient 
of fellowships from the National Endowment of the Arts and 
Bread Loaf. 

Deaver’s work will be included in a new anthology 
this year, slated for release in January of 2007, entitled Best 
American Catholic Short Stories. The publication includes 
old stories as well as new from such celebrated authors as 
Mary Gordon, Ron Flansen, J.F. Powers, and Tobias Wolff. 
Appearing alongside such literary big-names is an honor for 
Deaver and one he holds in the highest esteem. His short 
stories “Geneseo” and “Silent Retreats” (the title story of the 
collection by the same name) were chosen to appear in the 
comprehensive work, and Deaver explains that both stories 
comment on or imply the practice of religion, if not literally 
then certainly in undertones. Fie said of his own religious 
beliefs, “It [being a Catholic] literally is what I am and, 
therefore, what my writing can be classified as most of the 
time. I’m not Catholic like I’m politically left of center. I’m 
Catholic like I’m Caucasian, at the cellular level,” and his 
writings quiedy reflect that trait.

NEH distinguished teaching 
professor published in AGLS 
general education guide 

S aint Joseph’s College is renowned for the innovative 
education its students receive through the Core Cur¬ 
riculum. Other schools require students to complete 
a number of courses in various areas to fulfill their general 
education requirements, often completed during the first 
and second years of the college experience. Saint Joseph’s, 
however, employs the Core Program: a general education 
plan that evenly spreads out those required courses over 
four years of college, allowing students to begin studies in 
their major fields within their first semester. Professor of 
Philosophy and NEH Distinguished Teaching Professor 
Dr. John Nichols is one of the co-creators of the Program, 
and thirty-five years later, he remains an advocate of its 
benefits. 

Nichols recendy had a substantial work published 
in the Association for General & Liberal Studies Guide to 
Assessment and Program Review for which he used SJC’s 
Core Program as a general model. A team of three indi¬ 
viduals, including Nichols, originally authored a draft of 
questions for institutional or programmatic self-examina¬ 
tion, and the concept was so well received by AGLS that 
they expanded it into a full-fledged project, with Nichols 
doing the bulk of the writing. The pages penned by Nich¬ 
ols were the focus of the AGLS annual conference, held in 
Indianapolis every fall. 

“The main idea of the work we do is to form col¬ 
laboration between general education and a specific 
major,” Nichols said. “At SJC, we took the idea and actu¬ 
ally developed it into a successful program. As a result, 
the role of general education in undergraduate studies 
at Saint Joseph’s has become state-of-the-art in national 
liberal education circles.”

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Alumni, faculty join forces toward 
Continuous Quality Improvement effort

O ne of the most important topics discussed at the 
November Alumni Board meeting was “Con¬ 
tinuous Quality Improvement” in academics and 
how SJC graduates can play a key role in this pro¬ 
cess. Prior to the Board meeting, 

Alumni Board President Stephen 
Ligda ’62 and Kris Costa 
Sakelaris ’82, Alumni Board 
Vice-President for Academics, 

Recruitment, and Placement, 
conferred with Dr. John Nichols, 

Professor of Philosophy, NEH 
Distinguished Professor, and CQI 
project director at SJC, in order 
to explore ways alumni can con¬ 
tribute. Following the meeting, 

Nichols discussed all the aspects 
of the project with the Academic Committee, and the 
session ended with agreement on several substantive 
ways alumni can be involved. 

But first, the main idea behind the whole initia¬ 
tive. Recent calls for accountability in higher educa¬ 
tion have brought about important changes in what 
accreditors demand of institutions to continue their 
accreditation. It is no longer enough to survive, to 
continue to do what you were founded to do. The 
new requirement at the Higher Learning Commis¬ 
sion of the North Central Association (HLC) (our 
regional accreditor) is to “provide reliable evidence...

for continuous improvement.” SJC didn’t need the 
HLC to tell it that; the College already has in the very 
first sentence of its Mission Statement the pledge “to a 
tradition of excellence and to a liberal education that 
is a united endeavor of intelligence 
and faith.” 

On campus, Nichols will 
“set up an ongoing process that 
will require Core and every 
major program to report in an 
every-third-year cycle on their 
assessments of student learning 
outcomes and what they’re doing 
to improve those results.” 

Ligda and Sakelaris suggested 
ways for graduates to give feedback 
- both positive and negative - to 
the College on how their undergraduate education 
is “wearing thick or thin” any given number of years 
after graduation. The Academic Committee agreed to 
accept this invitation to participate and expanded on 
the practical ways of getting this feedback. Sakelaris 
said, “This is exciting. It’s especially pleasing to be able 
to contribute to the campus operation that is the very 
reason for the being of SJC - academics!” 

Alumni will be contacted first in small groups 
and then in larger blocks via the Internet. Ligda 
promised Nichols: “We are most eager to be involved 
in this very important project.”

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SJC offers chance for

S ome of the most common New 
Year resolutions are to lose weight, 
get fit, and eat healthy. The students 
in Assistant Professor of Physical Edu¬ 
cation Dr. Patricia Querry’s Exercise 
Physiology class jumped right into the 
trend and began a get-fit program for 
the employees of Saint Joseph’s College 
four months before the resolutions hit. 

From September 16 through 
November 17, sixteen students worked 
with sixteen SJC employees to meet 
individual goals previously discussed 
by each team. The teams met over the 
noon hour every Monday, Wednesday, 
and Friday in the Elanson Recreational 
Center where they had access to the 
indoor track, Fitness Center, and 
weight room. Several “clients” wanted 
to lose weight, improve running times, 
or build muscle, but all enrolled in 
the program for the same reason: to 
learn an all-around health and fitness 
regimen that’s simple, fun, and time 
manageable. 

Lana Zimmer, Assistant Professor 
of Education, taught her trainer Aniela 
Pulice - junior Physical Education 


major - in class last semester, and was 
pleased to have the tables turned for 
the duration of the program. “Aniela 
was a very committed trainer, and I felt 
completely comfortable in her hands 
throughout the program,” Zimmer 
said. “Participating in the program gave 
me a break to a busy day when working 
out was otherwise hard to fit into my 
schedule.” 

While Zimmer joined the pro¬ 
gram to rebuild her endurance, flex¬ 
ibility, and strength after a back injury, 
Jonathon Messman, Computer Services 
System Support, wanted to get healthier 
for his children. “I wanted to take a step 
to ensure that Ed be around longer for 
my kids and so I could play with them 
more,” he said. “The program worked 
great for me - Eve already noticed that 
my energy level is higher when I run 
around with the kids, and Em not as 
easily winded. I will definitely keep up 
the new habits I learned.” 

Querry’s class has worked with 
hands-on projects such as this before, 
mainly with the occupants of the Rens¬ 
selaer Care Center, and she wanted to

T he 1956 football season 

marked one of the most suc¬ 
cessful gridiron campaigns in 
Saint Joseph’s College history. This was 
a season that saw SJC gridders roll up 
the three highest scores in the College’s 
gridiron history to give the College 
its first undisputed Indiana Collegiate 
Conference football crown. This was 
the team which literally stampeded 
through six ICC games, rewriting the 
record book, setting fifteen new records 
while tying seven more, and placing 
five team members on the All-Confer¬ 
ence team. This was the season which 
showed the Pumas to be the best small 
college defensive team in the country. 

The golden football year was 
capped with the Pumas participating in 
the first annual NAIA Aluminum Bowl 
at Little Rock, Arkansas, on Decem¬ 
ber 22, 1956. Saint Joseph’s battled 
Montana State to a scoreless tie in the 
mud-christened classic to gain the title 
“National Small College Co-Champi-

ons. 

2006 marked the 50th anniversary 
of this record-breaking team’s success, 
and the annual Homecoming festivities 
played host to their reunion. Members 
of the team were invited back to their 
alma mater for a recognition ceremony 


on the football field before the kickoff 
of the Homecoming game. 

“Our numbers get smaller with 
every reunion, but we continue to have 
a great deal of respect for those who 
have gone before us because they’re still 
a part of us,” said Cliff Robinson ’57, 


member of the championship team. 
“The word team’ still applies to us and 
even more so now than it did fifty years 
ago.”

A lways eager to allow students an 
outlet to apply their classroom 
studies to real-life situations, the 
SJC Business Administration Depart¬ 
ment recently hosted their fifth annual 
Indianapolis Business Networks recep¬ 
tion on November 8 at the Columbia 
Club in downtown Indianapolis. 

The annual event is “one more 
way in which we really work on devel¬ 
oping student skills through real-world, 
hands-on practice,” said Associate Pro¬ 
fessor of Management and Marketing 
and Chair of the Business Administra¬ 
tion Department Linda McFarland. 

“Our mission calls for a balance 
of theory and practice,” she continued. 
“We take that quite seriously. Our 
students complete marketing plans for 
companies, revamp advertising, con¬ 
duct economic studies of area towns, 
survey consumers, and complete scores 
of internships every year.” 

Juniors and seniors with a cumu¬ 
lative grade point average of 2.5 or 
higher are invited to participate, and 
twenty-two students were chosen to 
take part in this year’s event. Partici¬ 
pants are selected through a competitive 
application process, including a resume 
review and interviews with two Busi¬ 
ness faculty or Career Development 
professionals. 


“At the receptions, students 
practice networking, meeting strang¬ 
ers, shaking their hands, and initiating 
conversations,” said Associate Professor 
of Economics and Finance Michael 
Oakes. “It can feel uncomfortable, even 
intimidating at first, but that’s exactly 
why it is important to have a chance to 
practice. There is always some hope that 
a connection will develop that leads to 
an internship or a job offer, although 
neither are goals for the event.” 

He continued, “The ability to 
meet new people, establish a profes¬ 
sional relationship, and communicate 
effectively in formal and informal 
settings are key skills for successful 
professionals, in all professional envi¬ 
ronments. Even in our on-campus 
community, networking often is a key 
to getting things done, whether you are 
a club leader or a professor. Practicing 
these skills as an undergraduate is an 
opportunity that not too many small 
colleges offer their students. We can do 
it because the Business faculty and SJC 
alumni have made the commitment in 
time and effort to make it work.”

Founded in 1889 with the inception of SJC, Campus Ministry 
strives to meet the needs of students of all denominations. 

Under the sponsorship of the Missionaries of the Precious Blood (C.PP.S.), the Campus 
Ministry staff provides guidance, support, and resources to the SJC community. Chaplain and 
Director of Campus Ministry Rev. Jeffrey Kirch, C.PP.S. ’98 and Campus Ministers Ary 
Nelson ’02 and Bro. Tim Hemm, C.PP.S. ’70 lead Mass and SJC groups that meet students’ 

spiritual needs and provide opportunities to 
explore their faith through retreats, service 
endeavors, and social justice issues. 

Diverse programs and activities are avail¬ 
able for students interested in making a dif¬ 
ference. “One goal of Campus Ministry is to 
create more service opportunities this semester 
because that’s something students are very 
interested in,” Kirch said. Volunteer Corps 
is one important outlet for service. Through 
Volunteer Corps, students can play bingo at 
a local nursing home, rake leaves during the 
annual fall “Rake and Run” outings, and do 
chores for the elderly. They can also participate 
in the annual “Trick or Treat for the Hungry” 
canned food drive and feed the disadvantaged 
at soup kitchens. 

“Campus Ministry has brought a new 
perspective to my life,” said sophomore Biol¬ 
ogy-Chemistry major Shanna Tobar, who 
participates in several Campus Ministry activi¬ 
ties including Music Ministry, soup kitchens, 
Puma Women Today, Right to Life, and the Candlelight Vigil for Deceased Children, among 
others. “I am a lot closer to God and my faith as a Catholic. Campus Ministry offers students a 
chance to change other people’s lives. Students receive the joy of realizing they didn’t do something 
just for themselves - they did something to make a difference in the world.” 

At the annual, nationwide Candlelight Vigil for Covenant House, SJC community members 
can aid in the awareness of issues such as homelessness and at-risk youth. The SJC Right to Life 
group also helps the local Birthright Chapter and discusses controversial issues such as abortion, 
cloning, and capital punishment, and Puma Women Today creates a campus dialogue about 
women’s issues. 

“Campus Ministry is open to students of all denominations, and they can find their niche,” 
Kirch said. As well as a simple break from studies, Kirch sees Campus Ministry as a social network¬ 
ing opportunity, an occasion for students to grow in their faith lives through service activities, and

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a chance to give something back to the 
College and God. 

Campus Ministry offers a wide 
variety of sacramental opportunities, 
as well. Students are included in litur¬ 
gical ministries and are able to assist 
with Sunday Mass planning; serve as 
greeters, lectors, Eucharistic ministers, 
and servers; and participate in music 
ministry. Campus Ministry also helps 
students discover their faith through 
sessions of “Exploring Catholicism,” 
an open discussion forum that encour¬ 
ages participants to delve into contro¬ 
versial issues that impact the lives of 
millions. 

The spiritual needs of non-Cath- 
olics are also met through Campus 
Ministry. Students are aided in their 
search for churches of their own 
denominations within a close proxim¬ 
ity to the College, and students of all 
faiths may also find a spiritual core 
through the annual Kairos retreats, 
field off-campus three times a year, 
these intense, four-day experiences 
are designed to allow students to get 
to know themselves better, develop 
relationships, and realize the place of 
God in their own lives. A new addition 
to the Kairos schedule this academic 
year is an on-campus retreat for high 
school students from surrounding 
counties during SJC’s Spring Break. 
Campus Ministry also offers a fall and 
spring Wilderness Camping Retreat, 
led by peer ministers. This retreat allows 
students several days of relaxation in 
cabins at a nearby state park. 

New activities and outreach 
opportunities are added to the agenda 
every year, and Campus Ministry serves 
as a dynamic and vital element of the 
SJC Christian community. “The future 
of Campus Ministry is really in the stu¬ 
dents’ hands,” Kirch said. “Everything 
we do is organized and led by students. 
My dream is for more and more stu¬ 
dents to take an active role so they can, 
in turn, meet the needs of their peers by 
using their own gifts and talents.”

Dr. David Dixon, Assistant Professor of Political 

Science, recently co-authored a book entitled Rhetoric, Reli¬ 
gion, and the Civil Rights Movement, 1954-1965. The book, 
a compilation of civil rights sermons, includes over 130 
speeches with religious impact from ministers, rabbis, and 
several laeity who chose to take a stand in such a troubled 
time. 

“These people possessed a special kind of passion,” 
Dixon said of the contributors to the book. “They were coura¬ 
geous and willing to die for their cause. And many of them 
did.” Dixon related the story of Bruce William Klunder of 
Cleveland who, in 1964, protested the construction of a new 
segregated high school in the city and was crushed by one of 
the bulldozers; his death was never investigated. Similarly, 
Bob Spike was killed on the campus of Ohio State University 
in 1966, and his murder remains unsolved. “Most of the 
historical documents we uncovered were quite mysterious,” 
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Dixon continued. “It seemed like a lot of the sermons were 
hidden or covered up. I grew up in the state of Ohio, and I 
had never heard of Klunder or Spike.” 

In order to complete his lengthy project, Dixon and 
co-editor Davis Houck (Associate Professor at Florida State 
University) began with traditional bibliography information 
found in libraries across the country and then shifted their 
search to internet search engines, specifically Google, for the 
harder to find facts. “We made somewhere between 500 and 
1,000 phone calls, letter inquiries, and email interviews, and 
we figured that if we had done this project before the age of 
Google, it would have taken us 250 years to complete. Liter¬ 
ally - we really sat down and made a time estiamte,” Dixon 


said. “The complete product is 1,002 pages long and weighs 
over 3.5 pounds. It feels like I helped give birth to an elephant, 
whose gestation period would be comparable to the time we 
spent on this.” It took Dixon and Houck approximately two 
and a half years to complete their project. 

The subject matter in his latest book struck a personal 
chord within Dixon, “five always found the civil rights move¬ 
ment very interesting. In the 1950s, my mom was a mission¬ 
ary in Ecuador and married a Panamanian. She lost some 
of her mission funding because she married outside of her 
ethnicity. That sort of discrimination has always hit home 
for me,” he related. Dixon and Houck are taking a short 
break from the world of research, but are looking forward 
to embarking on their next project together: a collection of 
Women’s Movement speeches from 1954-1965 of the same 
magnitude. 

In a review of the collection, Jon Meacham, managing 
editor of Newsweek, said, “In this fascinating collection of 
voices, many of them long lost to history, Davis Houck and 
David Dixon perform a singular service by bringing together 
vital documents about the most important American domes¬ 
tic drama of the 20th century: the movement to make the 
nation live up to the promise of its founding, that all men are 
created equal, in the image and likeness of God. This book is 
destined to become indispensable not only for scholars, but 
for anyone who cares about how history really happens.”

Football team caps 
off banner year with 
GLFC Championship 

T he Saint Joseph’s College football team continued its 
ascent in the ranks of NCAA Division II in 2006, post¬ 
ing an 8-3 record and winning the Great Lakes Football Con¬ 
ference Championship in the recently-revived conference’s 
first season. 

The Pumas, who clinched the title on the regular 
season’s final day with a 24-23 victory over previously- 
unbeaten and 12th-ranked Tiffin (Ohio) University, posted 
the program’s third consecutive winning season, which had 
not been accomplished since SJC strung together six straight 
winning campaigns from 1976-81. The team’s 22 wins over 
the past three seasons ties with 1957-59 teams for the highest 
victory total over that amount of time. 

Several SJC players rewrote the school’s record 
book in their respective categories. Quarterback Anthony 
Lindsey ’08 established new career passing records for yards 
(8,138), touchdowns (69), completions (697), and attempts 
(1,141) while breaking his own single-season records for 
touchdowns (27) and yards (2,863). 

Wide receiver Dan Paulsen ’08, meanwhile, broke the 
Pumas’ single-season and career records for receptions (82 
this season and 172 career) and receiving yards (1,121 this 
season and 2,681 career). He also set single-game records for

receptions (14) and yards (237) in the win over Tiffin. 

As a team, the Pumas tied the SJC record for away- 
game victories in a single season (5) and finished in the top 
25 in Division II in total defense, passing offense, and turn¬ 
over margin. SJC also received Honorable Mention status in 
the American Football Coaches Association national poll on 
two occasions late in the season. 

Additionally, head coach Lou Esposito was voted the 
2006 Great Lakes Football Conference Coach of the Year. 
Esposito’s two-year record as the Pumas’ head coach is 15-7 
— the best record for the first two years of a head coach’s 
tenure in the history of the SJC football program. 


Men's basketball hungry to continue recent success 


T he SJC men’s basketball team began the 2006-07 season 
ready to prove that it is no one-year wonder. 

The Pumas were coming off a dream season that saw 
them win Great Lakes Valley Conference regular-season and 
tournament titles and host the NCAA Division II Great 
Lakes Regional Championships on the way to a 31 -3 overall 
record. SJC has a new head coach and a new starting lineup, 
but the goals of this year’s program remain high. 

Entering this season ranked 27th in Division II by the 
National Association of Basketball Coaches, first-year head 
coach Richard Davis’ club wasted no time in attempting to 
prove itself against the very best competition. The regular- 
season opener was November 18 at defending Division II 
national champion Winona State (Minnesota) University. 
The two teams met for the first time ever at SJC last season, 
with the Pumas prevailing, 81-76. 

Other key games on the Pumas’ schedule were a 


December 7 home game against the No. 6-ranked Univer¬ 
sity of Southern Indiana, an upcoming January 18 home 
contest against No. 7-ranked Southern Illinois University 
Edwardsville, and a pair of games (January 27 and February 
22) against Northern Kentucky University, which was picked 
first in the GLVC Preseason Coaches Poll. 

SJC has three players returning with experience as start¬ 
ers at the collegiate level in Jonathan Pittman ’07, Ronald 
Coleman ’08, and Devin Thomas ’08. Those three are likely 
to appear in the starting lineup this season, along with Matt 
Comparato ’07 and Brandon Mayse ’09. 

Other returning players figuring to crack the regular 
rotation are Matty Bush ’08 and Joe Ramey ’09, while 
newcomers Noah Douglas ’08, Andrew Helmer TO, Austin 
Peebles TO, and Spencer Gardner TO will vie for playing 
time as well.

Womens basketball seeks 
continued improvement, 
GLVC tourney berth 



T he SJC women’s basketball team opened play 
this season with the goal of building on the vast 
improvements made by last year’s team and con¬ 
tinuing the climb up the pecking order in the Great Lakes 
Valley Conference. 

The Lady Pumas finished last season with a record 
of 14-13, which represented a 10-game improvement 
over the previous year’s record of 4-23, and was the largest 
single-season turnaround in the program’s history. It was 
also SJC’s first winning season since the 1998-99 cam¬ 
paign. However, SJC narrowly missed the GLVC Tourna¬ 
ment with a league record of 7-12, and looks to make its 
first appearance in the postseason since 2002-03. 

SJC opened this season with a trio of exhibition 
games, losing to Indiana State University, 87-67, and 
Valparaiso University, 71-56, before a 70-56 loss to The 
Odyssey, a team of post-collegiate players from the Chi- 
cagoland area. 

The Lady Pumas return several key components 
from last season’s squad, including Honorable Mention 
All-GLVC selection Michelle Bova ’07. Other returning 
starters are Patience Meyer ’08 and Allison Hughes ’08, 
while Megan Haag ’07 started all three exhibition games 
this season and Julia LaBlanc ’08 started two. 

Other key players in the SJC game plans thus far 
have been Ryleigh Carr TO, Molly Lauck TO, and Whit¬ 
ney Cole ’09. 

Key games on SJC’s schedule included a November 
21 home non-conference game against defending national

champion Grand Valley State University (Michigan), 
a January 11 contest at GLVC West Division Preseason 
No. 1 Drury (Missouri) University, and January 27 and 
February 22 games against defending GLVC Tournament 
Champion Northern Kentucky University.
